The law prov iding for the open 
season on red fox in the cou n­ 
ties making u p the Sou thern 
Zone, ex pired at midnig ht Su n­ 
day and the taking of fox in 
these cou nties is now prohibited 
before Nov . 15, 19 39 . Another re­ 
su lt of the chang e in the law is 
th at persons bu y ing f6 x hides in 
the Northern'Zone where the red 
fok is not protected, mu st hav e a 
fu r-bu y er’s license reg ardless of 
the time of y ear in which the 
purchase is made.

If it be cy nicism to su spect the reason for this 
rise, Mr. Hopkins leav es his critics to make the 
most of it. 
His answer is: “I d o not want to 
tell y ou there has been no politics in relief, bi^t 
we hav e tried to keep it ou t.” He ad mits, how­ 
ev er, that WPA su perv isors were “pu shed ” by 
ou tsid e influ ences. Bu t none of them was fired . 
As to the reason for hot d ischarging them, Mr. 
Hopkins was v agu e. On this point he said : 
“I think they (WPA local officials) shou ld hav e 
been pitched ou t on their ear. They were not. I 
d on’t want to d u ck the responsibility in my shop, 
see? 
I think we shou ld hav e fired them. We 
mad e mistakes.” 
As Senator White of Maine remarked , confes­ 
sion is good for the sou l. Bu t it d oesn t change 
the record ; it d oesn’t correct the brazen misu se

DEATH ENTERS A DECLINE 
Althou gh complete record s hav q not been com­ 
piled , the National Safety Cou nd l estimates A 
total of 31,5 00 d eaths from au tomobile accid ents 
in the United States d u ring 1938 . Viewed emo­ 
tionally , this is an appalling piece of news. 
Statistically , howev er, it is cau se for rejoicing. 
Not since 1933 has there been a smaller d eath 
list. 
If the pred icton of the cou ncil is accu rate, 
there will hav e been a red u ction of 8,000 from 
the all-time high of 39,5 00 record ed in 1937. One 
of the most encou raging facts is that Nov ember, 
which showed a d ecline of 17 per cent in the 
nu mber of d eaths from au tomobile accid ents, 
was the thirteenth consecu tiv e month of im­ 
prov ement. 
It is probable that a d efinite d etermination of 
the principal cau se of the improv ement wou ld 
be d ifficu lt, if not impossible. Many factors hav e 
contribu ted to the growing control ov er this 
menace to hu man life — improv ement in high­ 
way constru ction, a growing consciou sness of the 
appalling consequ ences of reckless d riv ing, com­ 
pu lsory inspection (rf au tomobiles in a nu mber 
of states and stricter and more effectiv e regu la­ 
tion of traffic. 
There hav e been times d u ring the cou rse of 
the continu ing cru sad e against highway slau gh­ 
ter when its lead ers had reason for d espair. In 
spite of ed u cational efforts, cou nsel and warn­ 
ings, pu nishment of reckless and irresponsible 
d riv ers, and efforts along many other lines, the 
toll of d eath has grown with each su cceed ing 
y ear. 
At last there is this marked tu rn for the better. 
It represents a triu mph for persistence in a 
great cau se and hold s ou t the hope that ev entu -

At present the 
latter pay 55 per cent o f PWA 
co sts and abo ut 22 per cent o f 
WPA co sts. 
The co mmittee pro po sed that 
to tal federal g rants be allo tted 
to states o n the basis o f po pu­ 
latio n and unemplo y ment. States 
having per capita inco mes be­ 
lo w the natio nal averag e co uld 
receive additio nal aid. 
Senato r Davis (R-Pa), a co m­ 
mittee member, disag reed with 
details o f this fo rmula, declar­ 
ing it did no t co nsider reg io nal 
differences in living co sts. 
Senato r Lo dg e (R-Mass), also 
o n the co mmittee, to o k exceptio n 
to a reco mmendatio n fo r larg er 
federal co ntributio ns 
fo r the 
ag ed, the blind, and dependent 
children in states having lo w 
per capita inco mes. This wo uld 
be “sectio nal and unfair,” Lo dg e 
said, asserting that states with 
hig her inco mes wo uld be at a 
disadvantag e. 


Mrs. E. E. Kirk o f New Castle 
g ave the principal address o f 
the day at the institute o f Rush 
co unty Federated clubs held Fri­ 
day in the assembly ro o m o f the 
co urt ho use.
